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A Split Council is Unable to Act 
On Most Center School Motions

At its February 13 regu¬ 
lar meeting, the Greenbelt 
City Council grappled with 
several issues related to the 
future of Center School and 
the city's plans for a com¬ 
munity center at the old 
North End School. Mayor 
pro tern Joseph Isaacs pre¬ 
sided in the absence of May¬ 
or Gil Weidenfeld, who was 
out of town on business. 

The county school board is 
currently considering whether to 
renovate Center or replace it 
with a new school on the North 
End site. The board has mailed 
a questionnaire to all city resi¬ 
dents and the families of Center 
students bused from outside the 
city. 

Next Step 

City Manager James K. Giese 
has prepared reports on the al¬ 
ternatives for renovating the 
North End school and a shorter 
report on the impact on the city 
if Center is abandoned as a 
school. Council held a workses¬ 
sion on January 31 to review the 
North End report. However, in 
the absence of Weidenfeld from 
the regular meeting, council was 
unable to reach a decision on the 
next step, with two motions dy¬ 
ing on 2-2 ties. 

Giese recommended that both 
reports be referred to the Advis-

To cheers and applause, 
the Greenbelt City Council, 
at its February 13 regular 
meeting, unanimously ap¬ 
proved a resolution author¬ 
izing city officials to begin 
condemnation procedures to 
acquire Parcel 1 for city 
parkland use. Parcel 1 is a 
102-acre wooded tract loca¬ 
ted between Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. and the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway, 
north of Northway Extend¬ 
ed and south of the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research 
Center. 

Beatrix Whitehall called it 
“amazing” to find everyone in 
Greenbelt on the same side, and 
indeed, none of the people who 


ory Planning Board, the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board, 
the Community Relations Advis¬ 
ory Board and the Senior Citizen 
Task Force for comments and 
recommendations. 

White and Isaacs felt that 
council's official position is to 
further refine the proposals be¬ 
fore referring them to the 
boards. Isaacs recommended 
scheduling a worksession after 
the school board survey results 
were tabulated. 

However, White argued that 
council's official position is to sup¬ 
port the renovation of Center 
School as a school and to reno¬ 
vate the North End facility for 
use as a community center. He 
said that until council changes 
that position, it should not even 
consider use of Center as a com¬ 
munity center. He said he fear¬ 
ed that Center School could cre¬ 
ate a “humongous” financial 
problem for the city. 

Isaacs countered that council 
had indeed changed its position 
when it defeated White's motion 
at an earlier meeting that coun¬ 
cil foreclose any options for 
North End other than use as a 
community center. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram said White's motion was 
premature. She recommended de¬ 
lay until the school board made 
its decision on the future of Cen¬ 
ter. 


spoke at the public hearing pre¬ 
ceding the vote opposed the ac¬ 
tion. Joseph Kubican did have 
some reservations about condem¬ 
nation proceedings in general. 
However, he supported this one 
since citizens rather than devel¬ 
opers would benefit and since 
condemnations have been done 
“for a lot worse reasons.” 

The reasons cited in support 
of condemnation included the 
need to preserve open space in 
the city and the effect that de¬ 
velopment of the property would 
have on the city, such as increas¬ 
ed demand for city services, more 
traffic than the roads could han¬ 
dle safely and changes in the 
habits, recreational opportunities 
and safety of residents. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
estimated that a jury trial to 
determine the price of the land 


Putens moved that the city con¬ 
duct a worksession on the use of 
the North End school as a com¬ 
munity center. White seconded 
but the motion died when Putens 
refused to delay the session until 
after the school board results 
were known. Bram and Isaacs 
then opposed the motion. 

Bram subsequently moved that 
a worksession be held after the 
survey results were known. 
Isaacs seconded but this motion 
also died when Putens and White 
rejected the delay. 

Unfair Tours? 

On February 4 the city spon¬ 
sored tours of Center and North 
End Schools. City staff conduct¬ 
ed the North End tours, wWle 
Center's principal conducted 
tours there. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White said that he had received 
complaints that citizens taking 
the tours had been mistreated by 
representatives of Citizens for 
Education and Community, a 
group supporting the construc¬ 
tion of a new school. White's 
callers also complained that 
some tours were being conduct¬ 
ed by CEC. 

Craig Tooley supported this 
claim, saying that he could not 
differentiate between the staff 
members giving the tours and

could be completed within a year, 
if the owners do not fight the 
city's right to take the land. 
City Manager James K, Giese 
noted that in five previous city 
condensation suits, that right has 
never been challenged. 

Manzi said that although the 
owners retain the right to de¬ 
velop the land until the court 
proceedings are complete, it is 
unlikely that they could obtain 
the necessary permits and ap¬ 
provals for development that 
quickly. 

The official notice of the public 
hearing listed the city's estimate 
of the property's value at $1.4 
million and the asking price of 
the contract purchaser at over 
$4 million. 

Legislation 

An ordinance to make addi¬ 
tional appropriations in the Cap¬ 
ital Improvement Fund II was 
introduced for first reading. This 
ordinance appropriates an addi¬ 
tional $300,000 for the police sta¬ 
tion, to fund change orders for 
communications equipment and 
the garage addition, and for un¬ 
foreseen costs. The ordinance al¬ 
so increases appropriations for 
the indoor pool by $200,000 for 
architectural design fees and 
project management.

The program will feature two 
documentary videotape presenta¬ 
tions. The first is a half-hour 
documentary produced by WETA 
last summer, “Of Monuments and 
Myths.” It traces the history 
of monuments in the District of 
Columbia, including the major 
presidential structures. The sec¬ 
ond is a shorter review of the 
history of the F.D.R. Memorial 
effort and final proposals of the 
Memorial Commission. A discus¬ 
sion will follow and refreshments 
will be provided by members of 
the museum organization. 

Although Roosevelt was the 
only four-term president and 
guided the nation through the 
years of the Depression and glo¬ 
bal war, he is only memorialized 
currently by a “desk size” struc¬ 
ture located near the National 
Archives. In 1955 Congress pro¬ 
posed a more obvious symbol of 
gratitude for his contribution to 
“peace, well-being and human 
dignity.” In 1959 a spacious site 
in West Potomac Park was se¬ 
lected. Nearly 600 designs were 
submitted and a selection made 
However, the original concepts 
were later reduced somewhat be¬ 
cause of the cost 

The final design, approved in 
1982, is a series of outdoor “gar¬ 
den rooms” that represent Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt's commitment to 
conservation. Water and trees are 
a prominent part of the setting. 
Each “room” will be surrounded 
by large agate granite slabs 
from the area near Mt. Rush- 
more in South Dakota. The es¬ 
timated cost is $35 million. 

The next Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee hearing on the subject is 
scheduled for April 5. Frances 
Campbell, on the staff of Repre¬ 
sentative Claude Pepper, a 
member of the Memorial Comm¬ 
ission, indicated earlier this week 
a definite need is felt for expres¬ 
sion of interest from the public. 
Without it the project may be 
postponed again. 

Methods of demonstrating lo¬ 
cal support for the memorial will 
be discussed on Tuesday. Indi¬ 
viduals who wish to send state¬ 
ments of support should direct 
their correspondence before April 
5 to: Honorable Sid Yates, In¬ 
terior Subcommittee, House Ap¬ 
propriations Committee, Rayburn 
Bldg.

Many residents have received 
a “Gypsy Moth Spray Notifica¬ 
tion," in the form of a detailed 
explanatory letter and a map, 
from the State of Maryland, De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. The 
purpose of the letter, beginning 
“Dear Resident/Landlord," is to 
“notify you that all of your pro¬ 
perty is in or adjacent to an area 
that will have a gypsy moth 
problem this year" and is includ¬ 
ed in the Maryland Gypsy Moth 
Cooperative Suppression Pro¬ 
gram. A total of 668 acres will 
be sprayed in Greenbelt in late 
April or early May. The area in¬ 
cludes all of the Lakewood and 
Woodland Hills subdivisiops and 
parts of Boxwood Village, GHI, 
Lakeside and many forested acres 
in the northeast section of the 
community.

the Schrom Hills Park Master 
Plan and scheduled a public 
meeting on the plan on March 13. 
The plan, prepared by Greenman- 
Pederson, Inc., calls for softball 
and soccer fields along with 
playgrounds, picnic areas, trails, 
and concession and restroom fa¬ 
cilities. APB raised a number of 
concerns about the plan, but rec¬ 
ommended council approval. How¬ 
ever, APB requested that there 
be no lighting for the ballfields 
and, fearing repetition of the 
parking overflow problems ex¬ 
perienced at Attick park, request¬ 
ed that Greenman-Pedersen be 
asked to re-evaluate the need for 
parking at the site. 

Greenhorne & O’Mara 

Council directed Manzi to re¬ 
quest a delay in the hearing be¬ 
fore the Zoning Hearing Exam¬ 
iner on Greenhorne and O'Mara's 
rezoning request, so that Manzi 
could be present to cross-exam¬ 
ine participants to better make 
the city's case against reroning. 
The Planning Board recently ap¬ 
proved the plan despite its staff's 
recommendation for denial. 

Manzi said the Planning 
Board's action indicates that 
“something happened" politically, 
and that he suspects that the 
Zoning Hearing Examiner will al¬ 
so recommend denial. However, 
the final decision will be made by 
the County Council, acting as the 
District Council. 

Council also forwarded to the 
Zoning Hearing Examiner APB's 
report opposing rezoning. 

Reimbursement of Legal Fees 

Council unanimously approved 
reimbursement of $18000 in legal 
fees to former Greenbelt police 
officer David Kress. The costs 
were incurred in Kress's success¬ 
ful bid to obtain a job-related dis¬ 
ability retirement. 

Giese recommended denial of 
the request on the grounds that 
the city was not a participant in 
the dispute between Kress and 
the Maryland State Retirement 
System, which had previously 
granted him a non-job related 
disability retirement. Giese fur¬ 
ther argued that this action could 
set a precedent for other city 
employees with employment-re¬ 
lated claims. In addition, he no¬ 
ted that the city had had no role 
in choosing the attorney or de¬ 
termining what the attorney did. 

Police Chief James R. Craze 
nevertheless supported Kress's 
request for reimbursement since 
the Retirement System had ruled 
for Kress. 

The claim by Kress stemmed 
from a 1986 incident in which 
Kress shot a gunman who had 
already shot one man and threa¬ 
tened others. Kress was awarded 
the Silver Star for valor by the 
city for his aetjons. ^ However, 
John A. Lann, President oi the 
Greenbelt Lodge of the Fratern¬ 
al Order of Police, said that 
Kress was wounded by emotion¬ 
al trauma and was unable to face 
the stress of law enforcement 


work. 

State Legislation 

In other actions, council— 

Supported SB 464, which would 
provide a 26-year pension plan 
for municipal law enforcement 
officers. Giese estimates that, if 
approved by the state and offer¬ 
ed by the city, this retirement 
plan would cost the city approx¬ 
imately 25% of the officers' sal¬ 
aries versus 10.7% under the 
current plan, with a total cost of 
four to five cents on the tax rate. 
Council also agreed to support an 
amendment offered by Takoma 
Park to permit muncipalities to 
require employee contributions. 

Supported SB 604, which 
would provide stale aid of $2,000 
per officer to municipalities. This 
would provide approximately 
$84,000 in additional state aid 
to Greenbelt. 

Supported increasing the an¬ 
nual 'allocation limits on Program 
Open Space to $32 million, an 
action that could result in addi¬ 
tional parkland acquisition funds 
being made available to Green¬ 
belt. 

Supported two bills increasing 
funding for Senior Citizens Ac¬ 
tivities Centers and Adult Day 
Care Centers. 

Opposed legislation providing 
for election day voter registra¬ 
tion. The staff comments on the 
bill noted that registration 
would still be prohibited for five 
weeks prior to the election and 
that this option could reduce cit¬ 
izen incentives to pre-register 
and provide increased opportun¬ 
ities for fraud. 

Supported establishment of 
mandatory sentences for persons 
selling or possessing drugs with¬ 
in 1000 feet of a school. 

Opposed conversion of two 
Park and Planning Commission 
positions from the merit system 
to political appointments.

He feels that his role 
in the program is valuable be¬ 
cause most elementary school 
students have “never been ex¬ 
posed to a police officer as a 
friend." 

This spring Officer Buerger 
will conduct Project D.A.R.E. at 
John Carroll Elementary in 
Landover and at Magnolia Ele¬ 
mentary in Lanham, where many 
Greenbelt students attend school.

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Woman’s Club Is Rooted 
In History of Greenbelt

As the cloud of smoke fades away, the dust settles and 
we all can fondly look back on the City’s 50th anniversary. 

This year will be the Woman’s Club of Greenbelt’s time to 
shine and we are looking forward to our own 50th anniver¬ 
sary. During the past 50 years a very busy club has contri¬ 
buted many valuable accomplishments for the betterment 
of our community. From time to time during this year we 
will print some of the highlights. This should be a trip 
down memory lane for some Greenbelters and can show 
newer residents how the club has occupied a high place in 
civic affairs and the cultural development of our great city. 


Organizing in November of 
1939, the dub was accepted into 
the Maryland Federation of Wo¬ 
men's Clubs in 1940. The club 
began with sixteen charter mem¬ 
bers: Mrs. Mary Lloyd Willis as 
the first president (1939-1940), 
and Mesdames Benefiel, Bessmer, 
Braden, Dodson, Downs, Fickes, 
Fitch, Freeman, Gale, Harper, 
Lehman, McBee, McCarl, Pence, 
and our last living Charter Mem¬ 
ber, Ruth Taylor. The dub soon 
became a solid foundation for the 
community. 

The second president of the 
Woman’s Club of Greenbelt was 
Mrs. Leon G. Benefiel - 1941- 
1943. At that time the formation 
of a town band made up of the 
young Greenbelters was a major 
civic effort, and the club joined 
in to help with the purchase of 
uniforms. The membership join¬ 
ed wholeheartedly in plans to 
beautify the city and donated two 
crab apple trees . 

When our nation went to war, 
the Woman's Club of Greenbelt 
did its part to support the war 
effort. 

In November 1941 the club took 
the lead in registering volunteers 
for civil defense, and became in¬ 
volved in Red Cross courses and 
programs. Members were active 
in USO work and a Red Cross 
sewing room, where the ladies 
folded bandages, sewed and 
did prodigious amounts of knit¬ 
ting. A canteen unit helped feed 
the “Minute Men" every two 
weeks and went with Red Cross 
drivers to take quantities of sand¬ 
wiches and coffee to the “spot- 
lighting" soldiers at various se¬ 
cretly located light stations. The 
club members were called to serve 
in the observation posts, Red 
Cross posts, Red Cross work, ra¬ 
tion boards, etc., and helped to 
furnish the WAAC's rest rooms 
at Fort Meade, In February 
1942, an outstanding defense ral¬ 
ly was held in Greenbelt, with 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt as guest 
of honor and chief speaker. 

How far away all the Second 
World War efforts seem to be at 
this point in time. Yet, in Green¬ 
belt there was a diligent group 
of women doing their part to 
help in the all-out efforts. 

Next account will include the 
work for the “Drop Inn." (Do you 
know what and where this was 
and what it was for?)

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GHI Board Discusses Proposed Bylaw 
Amendments and Trim Painting Program

The Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
met in regular session on 
February 9. The major to¬ 
pics scheduled for the meet¬ 
ing were discussions of al¬ 
ternatives to trim painting 
and proposed bylaws amend¬ 
ments. A meeting of GDC 
(Greenbelt Development 
Corporation), the wholly- 
owned GHI subsidiary, pre¬ 
ceded the meeting. 

Proposed Bylaw Amendments 

Three proposed bylaw amend¬ 
ments have been drafted for con¬ 
sideration at the annual meet¬ 
ing on May 17, Two of the am¬ 
endments that might be on the 
agenda of the annual meeting 
were proposed by GHI manage¬ 
ment while the third was sug¬ 
gested by the Nominations and 
Elections Committee. The first 
proposal is for the removal of 
vrording that provided for invest¬ 
ment in the Share Loan Service 
Corporation. In 1984 the mem¬ 
bership amended the bylaws to 
authorize investment in SLSC. 
This stock has now been sold by 
GHI. Although the wording in 
the bylaws seemed very specific 
to this one investment, the board 
was undecided whether to recom¬ 
mend its deletion. The board 
felt that there might be a need 
for this approval in the future. 

The second amendment involv¬ 
es a change approved at the 1988 
annual meeting increasing the 
time period under which a peti¬ 
tion calling for the censure or re¬ 
moval of a member of the board 
or elective committee may be 
filed. Due to an administrative 
oversight, one date was not 
changed to be consistent with the 
approved date changes. The am¬ 
endment will correct that date. 

The third amendment, suHmj^ 
ted by the N&E Committee, 
would change the bylaws to a- 
gain allow voting for board of 
directors and members of the 
audit committee immediately fol¬ 
lowing the annual meeting, as 
well as the next day, If ap¬ 


proved, this amendment would 
be effective with the 1990 an¬ 
nual meeting. 

Home Exteriors 

Several issues relating to home 
exteriors were discussed by man¬ 
agement, complete with slides of 
test homes. The frame homes 
were discussed first. Manage¬ 
ment proposed that, as wooden 
porch slabs need replacement, 
porches be replaced with pres¬ 
sure-treated lumber covered with 
a clear water sealer which will 
only need to be reapplied every 
10 years. This would eliminate 
porch painting which lasts only 
2-3 years. 

Porch roofs on frame homes 
would be replaced with a shed 
type of roof, eliminating the flat 
roof and elbow support. This new 
type of roof, which can be seen 
at the test units at 11-A-D 
Southway, would be installed as 
original roofs need replacement. 
Both of these proposals would 
be less xepensive than the cur¬ 
rent method of painting/replace¬ 
ment. Both were approved by 
the board. 

With the adoption of the rehab 
program, members in the mason¬ 
ry homes became responsible for 
the painting of all of the exter¬ 
ior of the unit with the exception 
of the trim. The wood second 
story facia and soffit of the brick 
homes is being covered with al¬ 
uminum trim as part of an on¬ 
going program. The trim that 
remains includes entry doors, 
door frames, trash closet doors, 
metal columns (porch roof sup¬ 
ports), porch roofs, and decora¬ 
tive moldings. 

The metal columns that support 
the porch roofs are in various 
states of disrepair. Many meth¬ 
ods have been tried for sanding, 
grinding, and repainting. The 
proposal, which was accepted by 
the board, is to encase the old 
supports with white aluminum 
columns. This has been tested on 
several homes successfully. 

Management recomended that 
the soffit and facia elements on 
both the serviceside and garden- 
side porch roofs be covered in 
aluminum. In response to a board 


question, Joe Whalen, Director of 
Maintenance, indicated that it 
was very rare for a proch roof on 
a masonry home to need replae- 
ment. Since these roofs appear 
to be stable, it was decided to 
cover the roof elements with 
aluminum only when a roof needs 
to be replaced. 

Management had recommended 
that door frames of all homes 
be covered with aluminum. Be¬ 
cause of problems with denting 
in test homes, this now appears 
not to be feasible. In response 
to the recommendation that door¬ 
frame painting become the mem¬ 
ber's responsibility, Marget Hog- 
ensen was quick to point out that 
trim maintenance is in the own¬ 
er's contract as being the respon¬ 
sibility of the corporation and 
changes to the contract may not 
be made lightly. Further dis¬ 
cussion of trim paint will be" on 
the ag enda of a future meeting.

What Is Conscious Sedation? 

Conscious sedation is a de¬ 
pressed level of consciousness 
in which there is elimination of 
sensation, especially pain. It is 
achieved through the use of 
specific drugs or inhaled gas¬ 
ses. The patient maintains 
full control of breathing and 
the ability to respond. This 
distinguishes conscious seda¬ 
tion from deep sedation and 
general anesthesia, where the 
patient is either semicon¬ 
scious or unconscious, and 
breathing must be monitored 
and supported. Nitrous oxide 
is the primary gas utilized, 
alone, or in combination with 
sedatives and tranquilizers. 

Much controversy has aris¬ 
en lately, among the general 
public and the dental profes¬ 
sion as well, concerning both 
the benefits and safety of con¬ 
scious sedation. Among the 
primary concerns are the var¬ 
ying training requirements 
and evaluation standards from 
state to state, with many sta¬ 
tes having no legislation at 
all. In addition, there is the 
failure of the general public 
to fully understand the risks 
involved. Full disclosure of 
all medication being taken as 
well as a complete medical 
history is absolutely essential 
to prevent an adverse reac¬ 
tion. Although the relatively 
few cases of patient fatalities 
or severe reactions are usual¬ 
ly Gver-damatized by the news 
media, the use of conscious 
sedation is generally safe and 
without any long term side 
effects.

Schedule of Meetings 

The Spring meeting schedule 
is February 23, March 9, March 
23, April 13, and April 27. A 
proposal by management that 
the March 23 meeting be shifted 
to March 30 because of Holy 
Thursday was turned down. 

GDC Meeting 

A meeting of the Greenbelt 
Development Corporation board 
was also held. Two major top¬ 
ics were discussed: building se¬ 
curity and heating systems. Staff 
has been examining the possibil¬ 
ity of making modifications to the 
apartment building entries to en¬ 
hance security. If new security 
doors are installed in the build¬ 
ings, the Post Office has indicat¬ 
ed that they will not enter to 
deliver mail. The Post Office has 
proposed installing, at no cost 
to GDC, mail boxes on the ex¬ 
terior of the buildings. Ray Mc- 
Cawley and other board mem¬ 
bers expressed concern about the 
less mobile tenants going outside 
in bad weather to get their mail. 
Management indicated that the 


elderly currently represent only 
10-20 percent of the tenants. No 
final decision was reached as 
staff is still investigating the se¬ 
curity door system. 

The annual boiler inspection 
report, required by Maryland 
law, has been received. It ap¬ 
pears that within the next 18 
months, major repairs will be re¬ 
quired to the boiler which serves 
the apartment buildings at 21 to 
27 Parkway, The supply and re¬ 
turn lines which serve the radia¬ 
tors in all 60 apartments are 52 
years old and at the end of their 
life expenctancy. A cost benefit 
analysis of alternative heating 
systems will be undertaken by 
an independent engineering firm.

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Task Force Works on Plan for Meeting 
Needs of Senior & Disabled Citizens

Senior and disabled 
Greenbelt citizens may re¬ 
ceive some new services as a 
result of more than one 
year's work by the Green¬ 
belt Senior Citizens Task 
Force. 

The task force was formed in 
December 1987 at the recommen¬ 
dation of councilmember Edward 
Putens. He suggested the pro¬ 
gram “on the 50th anniversary 
of Greenbelt to address the needs 
of the senior community.” 

Specifically, the task force was 
charged with “providing recom¬ 
mendations to the city council on 
the services and support needed

by the older and disabled Green¬ 
belt community that will enhance 
tneir quality of life,” according 
to task force chairperson Betty 
Timer. “It was the belief of the 
city council that we should re¬ 
view the proposed Adult Day 
Care and Senior Citizens Activi¬ 
ties Center to meet the needs of 
senior citizens. We were given 
the responsibility of recommend¬ 
ing essential elements that the 
two programs should have.” 

Adult Day Care 

An Adult Day Care program 
is proposed for Greenbelters 18 
and older, with physical disabil¬ 
ities who require some type of 
care, according to Timer. “These 
adults would live at home on 
nights and weekends, while we 
would provide care for them dur¬ 
ing the day,” she said. “We 
might provide different kinds of 
social activities and administer 
medicines.” Because recommen¬ 
dations have not been submitted 
in a final report to the city 
council, Timer said it would not 
be appropriate to discuss speci¬ 
fic details. 

Locally, adult day care costs 
currently are about $38-$40 per 
person per day, according to As¬ 
sistant City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, who is one of two 
city staff liaisons between the 
task force and city council. “We 
want the Adult Day Care to be 
as self-sufficient as possible and 
cover all its own operating ex¬ 
penses,” he said. “This money 
will corne from fees charged and 
possible subsidies from Medicaid 
or state funds.” But because 
Medicaid doesn't cover all afflic¬ 
tions, “the operators of the facil¬ 
ity will have to decide what 
kinds of clients they can service.” 
He added that “this is very much 
a programmatic decision and still 
in the planning stages.” 


The city has so far been unable 
to find a provider for the pro¬ 
gram. 

Drop-In Center 

The second proposed program 
is the Senior Citizens Activity 
Center. “We see this as mostly 
a drop-in facility for active sen¬ 
ior citizens,” McLaughlin said. 
He also said there were no es¬ 
timated costs for the program 
yet because “this varies accord¬ 
ing to the space we will have, the 
needed staff, if there are any 
scheduled activities or classes. 
We have no figures because we 
don't know yet exactly what the 
program will involve.” 

Funding 

The city has allocated approx¬ 
imately $400,000 to the 2 pro¬ 
grams: $145,000 for the day care 
program and $245,000 for the ac¬ 
tivity center. In addition, the city 
received approval for an addi¬ 
tional $145,000 in funds for the 
day care center in early 1988, 
McLaughlin said. However, the 
city's application for a Senior 
Center grant was rejected pend¬ 
ing completion of the Prince Ge¬ 
orges County Senior Citizens 
Master Plan, which will identify 
where senior citizens centers are 
needed. If Greenbelt is identi¬ 
fied, the city will reapply. 

How Many Seniors 

A 1987 report “Status and 
Needs of Disabled and Elderly 
Residents of Greenbelt” by Dr. 
Theresa Van Houten, found that 
approximately 15 percent of the 
Greenbelt population is over 60. 
The report was commissioned 
by the Greenbelt Recreation De¬ 
partment. Greenbelt Therapeutic 
Recreation Supervisor, Karen 
Hasely, said the purpose of the 
report was to identify tne needs 
of senior and disabled Greenbelt 
citizens, the services already av¬ 
ailable and those that are need¬

ed.” 

The 55-page report included 
three main surveys: a phone in¬ 
terview of area residents lo de¬ 
termine the number of senior and 
disabled citizens and their needs; 
a survey of community leaders 
and their observations, and an 
area agency survey to determine 
specific services already avail¬ 
able. 

The report identified 26% of 
Greenbelt senior citizens as hav¬ 
ing some type of disability. Ma¬ 
jor problems identified by these 
households included medical care, 
stress and depression, insurance 
premium costs, performing daily 
tasks without assistance, mobil¬ 
ity and isolation. It identified 
the “greatest unmet need” as 
that for respite care, or the need 
for intermittent help by care 
givers. 

The report suggested that the 


city concentrate on four areas: 
transportation, housing, social 
isolation and public awareness of 
program. To increase public 
awareness of available services, 
an excerpt from the 1987 report, 
“Inventory of Services for Eld¬ 
erly and Disabled Greenbelt Res¬ 
idents and Their Families,” is 
available from local churches 
and the Greenbelt Recreation 
Center. 

The 11-member task force 
meets every third Thursday of 
the month. Other members in¬ 
clude Marsha Barrett, Helen Gel- 
ler, Booker Hughes, Ann and 
Tony Pisano, Ethel Rosenzweig, 
Tom Schreiber, Ben Woolery, No- 
re ne Yoch, Tom Renahan, and 
city employees Haseley and Mc¬ 
Laughlin. Timer said she expects 
the task force to submit its final 
recommendations to the city 
council by April.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again! 

One of the most frustrating things that can happen to the daily 
commuter is getting ready to go to work and finding out the car 
won't start—just a clicking or choking noise or no noise at all. 
You wonder what could be wrong. You think the battery is just 
16 months old, so that can't be the problem, and the lights and 
radio are working. A sign of low voltage is that there is less 
electricity than needed to start the car but enough to turn on all 
the goodies. The solution: jump-start the vehicle properly and 
safely, or call somebody to help, then drive to the repair facility. 
But do not turn off the engine or it might not start again. 

Step I: Once engine is running we would hook up a circuit ana¬ 
lyzer to measure voltage and amperage to evaluate the charging 
circuit, alternator or regulator, and belt tension. 

Step II: Shut system down, disconnect battery cable, and install 
a measuring device to check for draining current. This test will 
display any voltage loss while vehicle is in the rest position, such 
as that caused by a stuck-on trunk, glove box, or hood lamp. 

Step III: Charge battery on a charger. More than likely, some¬ 
thing robbed its voltage. 

Please note these steps are to be performed if all connections 
are clean and tight, and battery is fairly new.

the citizens taking a position. 

Further, White said, contrary 
to the report of the tour publish¬ 
ed in the February 9 News Re¬ 
view, the group supporting reno¬ 
vation of Center School as a 
school was not invited to partic¬ 
ipate. City Manager James K. 
Giese later told the News Review 
that none of the groups had re¬ 
ceived any invitation other than 
the general invitation to the 
tours extended to the public in 
the News Review. 

White called for an investiga¬ 
tion of these complaints by the 
city manager and a full report 
to council. However, his motion 
to add this request to the agenda 
died for lack of a second. Coun- 
cilmember Edward Putens then 
asked Giese to obtain as many 
specifics as possible from White 
to determine if an investigation 
is needed. 

Fact Sheet 

Council unanimously approved 
a motion by White that the staff 
prepare a fact sheet on the Cen¬ 
ter School and North End op 
tions, as was suggested in a 
January 26 News Review' editor¬ 
ial. Earlier in the meeting 
several citizens requested addi¬ 
tional information, including the 
likely amounts of county assis¬ 
tance, whether and for how long 
the county will waive some of 
the code violations at Center if 
used for a community center, 
and the tax impact on individu¬ 
al citizens for renovating the 
two buildings. 

White rejected a request to 
set a deadline for completion, 
saying he did not want a “quick 
and dirty” report. Isaacs noted 
that it was already too late to 
expect completion of the report 
in time to assist citizens in com¬ 
pleting the school board ques¬ 
tionnaire. 

Betty Timer argued that the 
citizens needed the fact sheet in 
order to answer the question¬ 
naire and Katie Pugliese felt 
that once the school board had 
the survey it would be too late 
for the city to affect the deci¬ 
sion. 

Petitions 

David Lange, of CEC, request¬ 
ed that the city establish a com¬ 
munity center advisory board or 
ad hoc group to develop a com¬ 
prehensive plan for using Center 
School as a comunity center, sim¬ 
ilar to the report Giese had pre¬ 
pared for the North End facility. 
He also requested that the city 
establish a committee or other 
Vehicle for experts to assist the 
city in preserving Center and 
using it as a community center. 
Further, he asked that council 
schedule a public hearing on the 
proposal. 

White argued that a public 
hearing would be premature, a- 
gain claiming that the eity's of¬ 
ficial position is that Center 
should be retained as a school

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and that a community center be 
created at North End, However, 
he assured Lange that there will 
eventually be a public hearing 
on the proposal. 

Barry Schlesinger suggested 
that Lange's group develop the 
proposal for Center School as 
other citizen groups had done 
for the North End. 

Puten's motion for a public 
hearing was defeated in a 2-2 
tie with Bram and Isaac's oppos¬ 
ed. 

Richard Bates submitted a pe¬ 
tition to council detailing some 
apparent errors in the school 
board's data about the distribu¬ 
tion of students around the two 
school sites. According to Bates, 
five more students live closer to 
Center than to North End, while 
the school board’s map shows 
slightly more students living 
closer to North End. 

Bates therefore requested that 
council direct the city manager 
to provide an independent anal¬ 
ysis of the school board's infor¬ 
mation about the relative merits 
of the two sites. He said that 
this research is required by the 
city charter’s charge that “care 
will be taken that the towns will 
be permanently administered as 
planned communities.” 

Bram questioned the signifi¬ 
cance of a difference of five stu¬ 
dents being closer to one school 
versus the other, while Giese no¬ 
ted that about half the students 
travel to the school by bus.
